EDWARD THE SEVENTH, by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland and of the British Dominions beyond 
the Seas, King, Defender of the Faith, To all to whom these Presents 
shall come. 

Greeting : 

WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament passed in the forty-third year of 
the reign of Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, entitled “ The University 
Education (Ireland) Act, 1879,” it was declared that it should be lawful 
for Her Majesty, in case Her Majesty should be pleased so to do, by 
Charter to found a University in Ireland : 

And Whereas by Charter bearing date the 27th day of April in the 
forty-third year of Her late Majesty’s reign, Her Majesty founded a Uni- 
versity by the name of “ The Royal University of Ireland ” : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University having, in pursuance 
of the power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Her 
late Majesty Statutes for the government of the said University touching 
matters not expressly provided for by the said Charter, Her Majesty, by 
Letter under the Royal Sign Manual, bearing date the twenty-ninth day 
of November, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one, in the forty- 
fifth year of Her Majesty’s reign, did approve of the said Statutes : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University have, in pursuance of 
the power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us, in 
writing, under the Common Seal of the said University, certain alterations 
(hereinafter appearing) in the said Statutes, touching matters not expressly 
provided for by the said Charter : 

NOW KNOW YE, that in pursuance of the provisions of the said 
Charter, We do by these Presents, under our Sign Manual, for Us, our 
Heirs and Successors, approve of the following alterations in the said 
Statutes of the said Royal University of Ireland, namely . 

Chapter I. 

For the second paragraph after the list of Degrees substitute the follow- 
ing : — 

Candidates for any degree in this University must pass either the 
Matriculation Examination or such other public examination as the 
Senate shall from time to time decide to accept m lieu thereof; and 
Candidates matriculating upon any such other public examination 
and complying with such other conditions as the Senate may from 
time to time impose, shall be deemed to have passed the Matriculation 
Examination. 
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Chapter IV. 

After the table of additional fees payable prior to the conferring of 
degrees or diplomas on candidates, insert : — 

The Senate shall be empowered to charge a Matriculation fee of £1 
to any candidate who shall be allowed to matriculate under the pro- 
vision contained in Chapter I. upon the result of any public examina- 
tion accepted by the Senate in lieu of the Matriculation Examination. 

Chapter VII. 

In paragraphs 4 and 8 for £5,500 substitute £6,000.
